NEW  BUILDING  NEARS  COMPLETION 

Contractors  Rush  To  Meet  Schedule  For  The  High  Holy  Days 


A  unique  opportunity  is  available  to 
families  looking  for  a  different  experience 
in  Israel.  This  December,  under  the  aegis 
of  the  High  School  Department,  a  tour, 
supervised  by  Peter  Geffen,  Principal  of 
the  High  School  Department,  escorted  by 
a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  High  School 
and  taught  by  outstanding  Israeli  guides, 
experts  in  the  desert  life  of  the  country, 
will  spend  two  weeks  in  Israel  during  the 
traditional  period  of  mid-winter  vacation. 

This  two  week  experience  is  a  specially 
designed  program  to  emphasize  the  natural 
beauty  of  the  Land  of  Israel  with  a  focus 
on  camping  and  hiking  in  the  Sinai  and 
Judaean  deserts. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  exploration  of  the 
flora  and  wildlife  of  the  desert,  the  exotic 
life  of  its  Bedouin  inhabitants  and  the 
mystical  beauty  that  emanates  from  its 
sands  and  mountains  will  allow  families 
the  rare  experience  of  learning  together 
in  a  world  that  both  children  and  adults 
can  appreciate. 

Participants  will  travel  in  rugged  desert 
vehicles  (command  cars)  and  will  sleep  in 
sleeping  bags,  sharing  meals  (kosher)  pre¬ 
pared  over  an  open  fire.  In  order  to  allow 
for  the  participation  of  grandparents,  or 
other  family  members,  who  may  not  wish 
the  desert  camping  experience,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  at  the  Caravan 
Hotel  in  Eilat  for  5  nights— while  the  main 
group  is  in  the  desert  —  with  provision 
made  for  two  day-long  sightseeing  trips 
into  the  local  Negev  and  Sinai  deserts. 

Eight  nights  will  be  spent  in  Jerusalem 
with  day  trips  into  the  Judean  desert. 

This  program  has  been  made  possible 
through  a  grant  from  the  Fund  for  Jewish 
Education  of  the  Board  of  Jewish  Edu¬ 
cation  of  Greater  New  York.  Travelships 
are  available. 

Cost  of  the  trip  which  includes  round 
trip  air  fare  between  New  York  and  Tel  Aviv 
and  Jerusalem  and  Eilat,  bed  and  breakfast 
during  hotel  stays,  all  camping  equipment 
and  meals  in  the  Sinai  and  all  transfers 
is  $1494  for  adults;  $971  for  children 
(age  2-12)  and  $1439  for  adults  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Eilat  hotel.

Congregation  Gathers 
For  High  Holy  Days 

The  end  of  the  year  5740  and  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  year  5741  is  fast  upon  us. 
Signalling  the  approach  of  the  High  Holy 
Day  season  is  the  sounding  of  the  shofar 
in  the  synagogue  during  the  month  of 
Elul.  Also,  in  preparation  for  the  mood 
and  substance  of  the  days  of  repentance 
is  the  service  of  Selihot,  which,  this 
year,  takes  place  on  Saturday  evening, 
September  6. 

Prior  to  the  Selihot  service,  the  congre¬ 
gation  is  invited  to  a  coffee  hour  beginning 
at  8:15  P.M.  followed  by  a  lecture  by 
Rabbi  Wechsler  on  “Genes,  Psychobiology 
and  Maimonides.”  This  lecture  focuses  on 
the  themes  of  the  High  Holy  Days. 

After  the  lecture,  the  congregation  will 
be  treated  to  a  special  choral  meditation 
presented  by  the  Synagogue  Choir  which 
will  enable  them  to  enter  the  mood  of 
these  holy  days  —  these  “Days  of  Awe”  — 
as  they  enter  the  Sanctuary.

On  page  6  are 
listed  the  times  of  the  Junior  Services. 
This  year,  for  the  first  time,  babysitting 
for  very  young  children  and  for  children 
ages  4-7  is  available.

On  page  3,  a  tear-off  is  provided  for 
those  who  wish  to  eat  in  the  Sukkah.  All 
reservations  will  be  on  a  first-come,  first- 
served  basis.

long  time. 

In  an  interview  at  the  end  of  August, 
Larry  Capelli  and  Lou  Katsos,  representing 
Morse/Diesel,  reported  that  it  was  their 
expectation  that  the  building  would  be 
operational  by  Rosh  Hashanah,  although 
many  finishing  touches  would  have  to  be 
completed  after  the  High  Holy  Days. 

Building  Fund  Appeal  Continues 

Efforts  to  encourage  new  gifts  and 
pledges  to  the  Building  Fund  were  also 
very  much  in  evidence.

Irving  Friedman, Treasurer  for  the  Build¬ 
ing  Fund  Committee,  told  this  reporter, 
“It  would  be  best  for  our  Synagogue  to 
avoid  debt  and  interest  charges.  We  must 
try  to  finish  as  close  as  possible  to  a  pay- 
as-you-go  plan.”

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A  Trip  To  Remember 

Two  days  ago  —  as  I  write  this  —  we 
returned  from  Poland  where  we  were 
witness  to  the  death  of  a  people  —  our 
people.  For  eight  days  we  toured  this 
land  where  once  a  Jewish  community 
of  three  and  and  a  half  million  Jews  lived, 
created,  laughed  and  loved.  We  walked 
the  streets  of  great  cities  like  Warsaw, 
Cracow,  Bialystok,  Lublin  and  Lodz  and 
we  could  imagine  the  vibrant  pulsating 
places  they  once  were.  Now  the  Jewish 
presence  has  been  silenced  forever.  All 
vestiges  of  Jewish  institutions  and  schools, 
syn agogues  and  yeshivot  are  obliterated 
as  though  they  never  were.  We  experienced 
too  the  agony  of  visiting  those  places  that 
defy  description  —  Treblinka,  Majdanek 
and  Auschwitz.  For  years  we  have  heard, 
we  have  read,  and  we  have  seen  films  of 
these  places  out  of  hell  but  not  until  we 
stood  on  the  same  ground  did  we  realize 
the  full  impact  of  the  demonic  evil  which 
was  unleashed  upon  the  world  and  which 
devoured  our  people. 

One  is  tempted  to  despair  over  the 
future  of  humanity  after  such  a  cata¬ 
strophic  event  in  history.  All  that  we  have 
ever  believed  in  and  hoped  for,  all  our 
values  and  attitudes,  our  faith  in  the  innate 
goodness  of  man  —  these  are  all  turned 
topsy-turvy  when  visiting  these  places.  The 
tradition  of  the  liberal  has  always  led  him 
to  believe  in  education,  enlightenment 
and  progress.  We  have  been  in  the  line  of 
this  tradition  and  our  faith  is  sorely  tried. 

But  —  and  this  is  crucial  —  we  do  belong 
to  a  people  whose  greatest  asset  has  been 
its  faith.  So  we  cannot  throw  in  the  sponge 
and  let  cynicism  and  bitterness  overcome 
us.  We  cannot  give  the  victory  to  the 
satanic  forces  of  evil.  We  must  follow  the 
admonition  which  we  saw  inscribed  in 
Yiddish  on  a  Torah  scroll  in  Warsaw  —

Will  Take  Place 
December  6,  1980 

The  Dedication  Ball,  the  first  social 
event  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  will  take  place  in  the 
NEW  Lemberg  Auditorium  on  Saturday 
evening,  December  6,  1980. 

The  Dedication  Ball,  and  the  events 
which  will  precede  it  through  the  week, 
will  celebrate  and  commemorate  the 
greatest  effort  in  the  history  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  family,  the  completion 
of  the  new  school  building.  The  building 
of  this  addition  to  the  physical  plant  of 
the  synagogue  has  been  a  mighty  effort, 
taking  almost  ten  years  to  complete. 

There  have  been  two  prior  dedication 
ceremonies  in  the  history  of  the  synagogue 
—  the  first  to  dedicate  the  sanctuary  build¬ 
ing  in  1927  and  the  second  to  dedicate 
The  Milton  Steinberg  House  in  1954— but 
there  never  has  been  a  Dedication  Ball. 

For  this  reason,  General  Chairmen  Bea 
Kaplan  and  Annette  Sherman,  assisted  by 
Reception  Chairman  Edna  Altman,  look 
to  this  gala  evening  as  the  most  dazzling 
social  event  in  the  history  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.

The  Sherr  Institute  for  Adult  Jewish 
Studies  is  pleased  to  preview  the  program 
of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  for  the  1980-81 
year.  A  full  description  of  all  courses  is 
contained  in  the  brochure  which  every 
congregant  will  receive  soon.  Since  several 
courses  start  at  the  beginning  of  October, 
now  is  the  time  to  think  and  to  plan  to 
study  with  your  friends  in  the  congre¬ 
gational  family  this  year. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  October  8  at 
8  P.M.,  Rabbi  Wechsler  will  begin  a  ten- 
session  course  entitled  “Talmud  For  The 
Non-Talmudist.”  This  course  will  be  a 
beginner’s  introduction  to  the  Talmud, 
sampling  both  the  law  and  lore  of  this 
great  classic  of  the  Jewish  Tradition,  with 
an  emphasis  on  learning  the  techniques 
needed  to  read  a  Talmud  text. 

Beginning  on  Monday,  October  6, 
Hebrew  courses  will  be  offered  by  Mrs. 
Vivian  Finkel  on  the  beginner,  intermedi¬ 
ate  and  advanced  levels.  These  classes  will 
meet  during  the  day.  Mr.  Mark  Kushner, 
our  Assistant  Cantor,  will  teach  the  eve¬ 
ning  beginner’s  class  in  Hebrew,  Mondays 
at  8  P.M.
